It 1s probably safe to say that 
the undersoil has a greater influ- 
ence than the soil at the surface 
in making the conditions favorable 
or unfavorable for the successful 
cultivation of alfalfa. 

The very best results have been 
optained ow land which is com- 
posed of a fertile soil of good tex- 
tyre, which contains a fairamount 

humus and which overlies a 
subsoil rich in lime and sufficient- 
ly jopen to permit of a full devel- 
opment of the extensive root 
system of the alfalfa plants to a 
considerable depth in the soil. 
Good results should not be ex- 
pecied from growing alfalfa on 


lane! which has a cold, sour, 
subsoil, 

Much is expected from the gen- 
eral ‘adoption of alfalfa as one of 
the hay-producing crops, yet it is 
to be kept in mind that not all 
soils are adapted to its growth, 
and even on suitable soil there

London Police Busy. 

The London police are working 
jovertime in their ‘forts to get all 
srooks and undesirable aliens out of 
}the way before coronation day. A 
special branch of 60 picked men, 
chosen for their knowledge of the 
gentlemen who are not in jail but 
ought to be, are now located at the 
principal hotels of London and the 


leading seaports to nick up American 
and coninental crooks who would 
be better away from England in June. 

On coronation day besides the 
troops there will be 20,000 uniformed 
policemen along the line of the par- 
ade.
